There was even talk that Reichs- 
fuehrer Adolf Hitler would sum- 
mon the Reichstag quickly to pro- 
test impressively against allotting 
former German territory to Jews. 
(The United Press said Hitler 
was reported to be contemplating 
the recall of his ambassador to 
London, Herbert von Dirksen. ) 
German officials, asked about

BERLIN, Nov. 21.—(UP)—The 
yellow star of David, badge of me- 
dieval ghettos, appeared in Berlin 
tonight as officials of the Nazi la- 
bor front began taking over Jew- 
ish homes and house-to-house 
searches brought more arrests of 
Jews. 

The yellow star of David, remin- 
iscent of the “yellow spot” which 
Jews were forced to wear when- 
ever they ventured outside ghetto 
walls in the Middle Ages, was 
posted on the office doors of Jew- 
ish doctors.

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THROWING AWAY ADVANTAGE 

‘When the Munich agreement was signed, 
only a few weeks ago, the star of Nazi ascend- 
ancy gleamed brighter than at any time since 
the world first heard of Adolf Hitler and his 
National Socialist party in Germany. The new 
realistic palicy of the British government, un- 
der Chamberlain, with the apparent fear of 
modern war and all its horrors which induced 
the democracies of the world to bow to its 
threat, placed Hitler in a position where all he 
needed to achieve his most ambitious designs 
was diplomacy and discriminating use of Ger- 
many’s growing strength. 

Now, however, by a policy of Jew-baiting 
which, surely, is the most ill-advised and ill- 
timed major program ever adopted by any large 
nation, the Nazis have thrown away the advan- 
tage they gained at Munich, at least insofar as 
world opinion and world sentiment is affected. 

A nation which a few short months ago en- 
joyed widespread sympathy, on account of the 
recognized injustices of the Versailles treaty, a 
nation which was rapidly gaining its major ob- 
jectives, winning a new place of power in the 
family of nations, has tossed away its best op- 
portunity in 20 years for the sake of a hateful, 
prejudicial complex against Jews on the part of 
a few of its leaders. 

The stupidity of the anti-Jewish campaign, 
particularly at this time, almost passes belief. 
They have not only alienated the growing sym- 
pathies of many peoples ef the earth, but they 
have precipitated official actions and denun- 
clations from the most powerful nations, in- 
cluding the United States and its president, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The fulminations of the Nazi spokesmen 
since the wave of popular indignation, in this 
country, found voice, add the last touch of fan- 
tasy to a tragic situation. They shout that an 
“anti-German wave” has arisen, forgetting ut- 
terly that it is solely their own responsibility 
that the reason for such a wave came into be- 
ing. 

It is hard to believe that a man who has, on 
occasion, shown such keen sense of timing, 
such a shrewd ability to juggle world situations 
to his own benefit, as Adolf Hitler, should be 
guilty of such a blunder as the present, new, 
persecution of the German Jews. 

The only logical explanation is that Hitler 
himself, together with the German people as a 
whole, is largely kept in ignorance of develop- 
ments, both inside and outside the Reich, by 
the inner circle of counsellors of the Nazi party. 

No man capable of leading a comparatively 
small group out of political obscurity to com- 
plete control of a nation such as modern Ger- 
many, can be so palpably ignorant of world 
sentiment and world reactions as Hitler has 
shown himself to be, unless he is woefully de- 
ceived in his sources of information and by 
those supposed to keep him in touch with de- 
veloping world affairs. 


TECHNOLOGICALLY LAGGING 


After some speeches the audience not in- 
frequently marvels at how little can be said 
in a vast out-pouring of words. But whenever 
Charles F. Kettering, of General Motors, speaks, 
no such complaint is ever heard. In an ad- 
dress delivered last week in New York city, he 
answered that too-often heard question, “what 
is there now left to do?” simply by stressing 
how little is already known. 

“The greatest receiving set is the leaf of 
a plant,” he said, by way of comparing one of 
the oldest of all earthly things with one of the 
most modern discoveries. “If it wasn’t for that 
leaf you wouldn't be here. You wouldn’t have 
automobiles or anything else. Yet, in this age 
in which we call ourselves scientific, we know 
just exactly nothing about how the leaf is able 
to pick up the radiant energy from the sun 
and convert it into new chemical compounds.” 

Someone had asked Mr. Kettering, prior to 
his talk, what the nation would do when the 
supply of fuel ran out and, at the same time, 
suggested that perhaps motor cars, by that 
time, could be run by radio. All necessary, it 
was contended, would de to have a central 
power station and special receiving sets on 
each car to pick up the “fuel” from the air. 

Mr. Kettering pointed out that automobiles, 
to all intents and purposes, were already run-

In the supposedly worst five depression 
years, 1930-1934, according to the United States 
Department of Commerce, industry, as a whole, 
paid out in wages, dividends, taxes and other 
expenditures going into the operation of the 
nation’s economic machinery, approximately 
$27,000,000,000 in excess of income. This, of 
course, was possible only because of the sur- 
plus accumulated during previous good years. 

The government itself has been solely de- 
pendent, during the same trying period, upon 
the earnings of successful private enterprise. 
Salaries of federal, state and municipal em- 
ployes, from the highest to the lowliest, have 
been derived from private sources. The same is 
true, of course, although it is sometimes lost 
sight of, as to funds for public buildings, parks, 
highways, battleships, slum clearance, air- 
planes, hospitals and schools, as well as money 
for relief, for dams, spillways and acqueducts. 

Whether spent wisely or unwisely, whether 
taken directly in taxes or indirectly from the 
necessities of life, whether tapped from the 
earnings of future generations, its source may 
be traced inevitably to private economic enter- 
prise. No matter how, or by whom, the matter 
is presented this ultimate conclusion cannot be 
averted. 

It can scarcely be doubted it is due to the 
ability of business to hold that line, at the 
crucial time, which makes it possible for the 
nation to stand up under the present financial 
pressure. One-third of the national income is 
now going into government—federal, state and 
municipal, while the nation’s present public 
debt commitmerts of various kinds exceed 
$65,000,000,000. 

These figures are not news. They are well 
known, or should be well known, to every one 
of the nation’s cit#zens. What should not be 
lost sight of, however, is that it was the inher- 
ent soundness o* the nation’s private economic 
structure which enabled government to suc- 
cessfully accomplish its purpose. Private enter- 
prise ‘paid approximately $90,000,000,000 in taxes 
to support government services during the nine 
years from 1930 to 1938. 

It is now being fully realized by the major- 
ity of thinking people that, while government 
may collaborate with business for the general 
good of the nation’s people, it cannot success- 
fully supplant private enterprise. 


NEARER DEMOCRACY 

Not a few years back a decision of army of- 
ficers in a South American country that the 
government in power was not to their liking 
meant use of troops to install a military junta 
in control. Many of the regimes which have 
maintained their power to this day owe 
strength to this illegal use of the army rank 
and file. In Spain the same method was at- 
tempted, failing because the people knew and 
wanted democracy sufficiently to fight for it. 
There, the army followed its officers. 

By education of the people, democracy builds 
its strength. An army rank and file that rec- 
ognizes the defense of the people against seiz- 
ure of power—either internal or external—as 
its sole reason for being, assures that democ- 
racy. Growth is born of the education that in- 
culcates that idea in the army and in the peo- 
ple as a whole. 

The fruition of that development was seen 
last week when, in Quito, Ecuador, officers of 
the army attempted the use of their troops to 
overthrow the existing government. The rank 
and file refused and the revolution died a-born- 
ing. The revolt against revolution was symbolic 
despite any internal political factors which en- 
tered into the affair. When the day has come 


that the people of South American countries 


reject these means of controlling power, then 
has democracy in the lands to the south come 
to flower.

Well, you can see what one

In that picture one household 
most certainly drops its , inhibi- 
tions. 

You can only describe the 
members of that family group as 
the craziest bunch of humans you 
ever saw. But you love ’em, nev- 
ertheless, and are as delighted as 
though it had happened to you, 
when cverything turns out all 
right at the end. 

This man Capra has a touch, 
as a director, no one else seems 
quite able to manage. It must be 
genius. In some recent pictures 
he has shown, perhaps, too strong 
a tendency to radical ideas of so- 
ciety, but whatever his ideas he 
reveals them so brilliantly that no 
one can help liking the pictures 
the guy turns out. 


Speaking 
Too Quickly. 

In this column, a few days ago, 
there was discussion of the old 
axiom that truth is stranger than 
fiction. In mentioning that school 
of fiction which depicts a situa- 
tion supposed to develop in the 
future—the “Time, 1976” school, 
for example—it was remarked 
that if, twenty years ago, some 
novelist had attempted to draw a 
picture of the unhappy fate of 
Jews in Germany today, no one 
would have published it, as being 
too fantastic, too impossible. 

But now comes a letter from an 
Atlantan who says he read a 
novel, while he was living in Ger- 
many during the years 1913-16, 
which did exactly that thing. It

(“City Without Jews”), with the 
story’s locale set in Vienna. But 
the book was not qypite as bad 
as the present-day fact.’

football game

affair. Literally evéry cent received at the gate goes to this hos- 
pital. The game itself is worth while. It revives the happy custom 
of a football game on Thanksgiving afternoon. It always is a spir- 
ited, thrilling game between two well-trained teams. 


“Strong legs will run that weak legs may walk.” That slogan 
has become international. I walked, last spring, into a children’s 
hospital in Belfast, Ireland, and found them using the slogan for 
one of their football games, the proceeds of which go to the hos- 
pital. A Scot in Atlanta had sent them the slogan. 


It is a slogan which literally is true. The money is translated 
into miracles. The dollars and the half dollars become bandages, 
milk, food, instruments, anaesthesia, sheets, pillows, splints, cook- 
ies, nursing, warmth, and all the many things which enable the 
crippled children to enter the hospital, remain there and leave it 
able to walk. 


There are no dollars quite as miraculous as these dollars from 
this game. Every cent of them becomes some sort of miracle; every 
cent of them goes directly to aid some small and helpless child; 
every cent of them enables hope to become a ‘very real and living 
thing on the faces of poor parents to whom has come the cross of 
a crippled child. 

Every cent of these dollars goes to those whom the teachings 
of a great man tell us are most to be considered in this world—the 
poor and the little children. 


“IT FEELS GOOD TO WALK’”’ To those to whom it is 

given to hear small feet 
run in the hall; to those whom it is given to buy small shoes when 
the toes are scuffed ‘out; to those who know what it is to see snfall 
feet run and play, it may never occur what walking means. 


I have told this story before. It will do telling again. Some- 
time ago, on a frequent visit there, I looked on as a small girl was 
having her first pair of shoes put on her feet. She was six years 
old. She had never walked. She had never had a pair of shoes. 


This day she was getting them. She was placed between the 
horizontal bars so that she might hold when she took the first steps, 
She took them, putting one foot before the other, slowly, hesitant- 
ly, her fascinated eyes on her feet and shoes. 

“How does it feel to walk?” I asked, clumsily and unthinking. 


“It feels good to walk,” she answered, simply as if stating a 
great truth, which, of course, she was. 

It is a great place, that hospital. All of them, from the romping 
dog to the superintendent; all of them, Annie Kate in the kitchen, 
the janitor, the waiter—all of them feel the greatness of service. 
All of them have an affection for it. It shows in the faces of the 
children. 

I hope you can go to the game Thursday and remember, as the 
strong legs run on the field, that many, many small, helpléss legs 
will walk because of that running.

Into a Watchmaker 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In the historical novels of our childhood, brave men driven from 
their fort or ship took time to minimize the enemy’s victory by 
spiking their guns. The cannon then in use was merely an iron 
cylinder, open at one end, with a small hole near the closed end for 
insertion of the fuse. A red-hot spike driven into that hole made 
the gun useless. 

Even so late as our War Between the States, cannon were the 
simple iron barrels now seen on courthouse lawns. And millions 
of people, having seen no other kind, see no reason why America 
should not manufacture any required number in a few weeks. 


But modern big guns are machines. The most useful and most 
necessary of all, the light field gun, is as complicated and sturdy 
as an automdébile and as delicately adjusted as a fine watch. 


By the time we entered the World War, everybody realized that 
the French 75 was the best gun in the world. We had a few 3-inch 
guns, but were not equipped to manufacture them in quantity, so 
the French agreed to equip our forces with the 75’s—making deliv- 
ery at the rate of five a day. . 

When that number proved far short of our needs, the French 
generously agreed to share with us their long-treasured and most 
precious secret. They gave us the blueprints—the kind of thing 
good spies are supposed to steal—so we could manufacture the fa- 
mous guns for ourselves. 


They might as well have given us directions in Sanskrit. 
observe what happened. 

We had the blueprints. 
had unlimited raw materials. 
time and trained mechanics. 

The final solution was to send three of our most skilled me- 
chanics to France, train them over there, and bring them back to 
train other workers here at home. 

Everything that wealth and patriotism could do to hasten pro- 
duction was done. The need was desperate. Men worked 24 hours 
of every day. 

And by the second day of November, 1918, just nine days be- 
fore the war ended, America produced a gun—one gun. 

That is the thing that whitens the hair of officials who under- 
stand our situation. America might leap to arms overnight, but 
you can’t make guns overnight—or train mechanics and build the 
machines to make them. 

We have a wealth of machine-tenders, but only a few mechanics 
—and they are needed where they are. If we are to be safe, skill 


must be recruited 10 years before a war begins.

DALADIER PREPARES 
10 COMBAT STRIKES 


May Dissolve Chamber of 
Deputies as Step in Ad- 
vancing Program. 
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PARIS, Nov. 21.—(4)—Sources 
close to Premier Daladier said to- 
night he had formulated a strong- 
ly authoritarian plan, possibly in- 
cluding dissolution of the cham- 
ber of deputies, to combat a grow- 
ing strike movement and assure 
success for the government's eco- 
nomic program. 

Chamber circles said the pre- 
mier’s political strategy centered 
on the almost certain dispute be- 
tween Leftist parties and the gov- 
ernment when parliament recon- 
venes next month to discuss the 
1939 budget and the new decree 
laws. 

Deputies said the whole plan re- 
flects the premier’s announced de- 
termination to go “through the 
end,” if necessary, to rebuild 
France’s finances successfully. 

They pointed to strong govern- 
ment control of a wave of small 
strikes that broke out today, ap- 
parently to test the new decree 
| law extending the 40-hour week. 
Swift police action broke up at 
least two occupation strikes. 

Four hours after the first strike 
agitation appeared at the Hutchin- 
son Tire Company plant in Pu- 
teaux, the factory was cleared and 
police guards instead of pickets 
patrolled the grounds. 

Police also removed 250 work- 
ers from the Saint Gobain cham- 
ical plant near Roubaix, in north- 
ern France, after employes had 
occupied the factory in protest 
against a lengthened work week.

MOSCOW, Nov. | 
Ryan Grover, a British engineer 
whose “love flight” 
Russia in search of his Russian- 
born 
was held in jail tonight while the 
British embassy negotiated with 
Russian officials. 

Grover, who flew from Stock- 
holm to Stariza near Moscow in 
an effort to get his wife out ol 
Russia, was taken into custody be- 
cause he had no ertry visa and no 
permission to fly over Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

It was not indicated whether 
Soviet authorities would merely 
deport him or prosecute him under 
the law. 

Grover married a Russian girl 
several years ago, while he was 
connected with the Soviet oil in- 
dustry, and when he went to 
Persia on business he left her be- 
hind, intending to rejoin her. His 
application for a re-entry visa was 
denied, however. 

Under Russian law the wife re- 
mains a Soviet citizen, regardless 
of her marriage to a Briton.

The question of where the

Ramspeck’s announcement came 
after he received a letter from 
Secretary of War Harry Woodring, 
telling him that upon “reconsid- 
eration” the outfit would not be 
transferred to Fort McClellan, 
Ala., as was decided last October. 
However, Woodring added, the 
band will be sent there each sum- 
mer for C, M. T. C. training activ- 
ities, 

Expenditure Comparison. 

Woodring also said that, at the 
congressman's request, he would 
send him a list of expenditures at 
both Fort McPherson and Fort 
McClellan during the last five 
years, a8 soon as it could be com- 
piled. 

The secretary’s capitulation 
came after a long exchange of let- 
ters and telegrams between Ram- 
speck and the war department. 
On September 21, Ramspeck tel- 
egraphed Washington of rumors 
of the band’s removal and protest- 
ed it strongly. Washington con- 
firmed the rumor, but announced 
the transfer would be suspended, 
pending an investigation. 

During the exchange Ramspeck 
wrote: “In this connection 1 am 
very much dissatisfied with the

McPherson. I have patiently stood 
by while the army was building 
up Fort Benning, and recently Fort 
McClellan. Some weeks ago I took 
up with the adjutant general the

DR. ASHBY JONES 
RAPS CENSORSHIP 


Dr. M. Ashby Jones, widely 
known Baptist minister, in 
speaknig of censorship, last 
night declared: 

“I have never read the book 
(Tobacco Road) nor have [I 
seen the play, but I am funda- 
mentally opposed to censorship. 
To allow censorship is to relin- 
quish the constitutional guar- 
antees of free speech, I do not 
approve anyone's telling me 
what I can see and what I can- 
not see. I wish to reserve the 
right of decision for myself.

More Than 20,000 Jam Gar- 
den To Hear Hitler’s Out- 
rages Denounced. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—(4)—De- 
mands for a boycott of German 
goods were cheered tonight at the 
second big anti-Nazi mass meet- 
ing in Madison Square Garden 
since the start of the recent anti- 
Semitic campaign in Germany. 

The city’s largest auditorium 
was packed to its capacity of more 
than 20,000 and police estimated 
that 8,000 more jammed near-by 
streets in the Broadway district. 
More than 200 mounted and foot 


crowds. 

William Weiner, president of the 
Jewish People’s Committee, who 
called for a boycott, absolved the 


German people for “Hitler’s pro- 
gram of mad brutality.” 

Paul J. Kern, president of the 
Municipal Civil Service Commis- 
sion, assailed Prime Minister 
Chamberlain of Britain as “the 
head of Mr. Hitler’s London bu- 
reau” and said the “persecutions” 
were the result of the Anglo-Ger- 
man settlement at Munich.

As news reached here of Cham- 
berlain’s announcement that Bri- 
tain would offer Jews homes in 
parts of Africa and _ in British

It is characteristic of alcoholism,,.

sert that he or she can let it alone 
without the aid of any treatment, 


but that is the acid test of the de- 


ficiency or degeneracy—the fact 


that he or she can’t avoid indulg- 


ing again, after a longer or shorter 
interval. 

What I don’t know about the 
nature of the disease, alcoholism, 
fills many tomes. I do know, from 
professional experience, that the 
method of treatment given to the 
médical profession by Dr. Alexan- 
der Lambert in 1909-1910, restores 
some of the most depraved bums 
to sobriety and industry, rids them 
of the craving. Any good doctor 
anywhere can. administer this 
treatment, provided he can have 
full control of the patient for ten 
days to three weeks. Physicians 
may obtain all the details of the 
technique from Lambert’s original 
reports published in the Journal 
of the American Medical Associ- 
ation, September 29, 1909, and 
February 9, 1910. A fairly compre- 
hensive abstract of the method 
may be found in Forchheimer’s 
“Therapeusis of Internal Dis- 
eases,” Vol. II, p. 593-595. 


“At times I drank to excess,” 
Says a reader, “because I felt the 
need of a stimulant or, just wanted 
to feel better.” 


“Felt the need of a stimulant” 
and “just wanted to feel better” 
may be interpreted as manifesta- 
tions of vitamin deficiency, es- 
pecially deficiency of daily intake

ficiency, which is common in peo- 
ple whose diet is chiefly refined 
foods, has to do with the craving 
for alcohol and tobacco, I do not 
know, but I believe it may be a 
common factor. Indeed the reader 
goes on to say: 

“But I have completely broken 
away from it now and no longer 
seem to need it since I have been 
taking a daily ration of vitamin 
B complex and vitamin D to sup- 
plement my diet. My digestion and 
bowel action is better...” 

It is a well established principle 
of medicine that alcoholic patients 
are almost certain to suffer from 
vitamin deficiency, in ‘proportion 
with the steady or hard drinker’s 
inability to take and retain ade- 
quate food. In fact the cause of

many chronic or periodic drinkers, 
open or secret tipplers, is due to 
lack of vitamin B and large doses 
of vitamin B, injected into the 
veins at first, will most quickly 
cure it. 

Don’t turn to booze, you poor 
goof, when you “feel the need of 
a stimulant,” or “want to feel bet- 
ter.”
